No one has ever suggested thut helion, 
the element which «until recently was 
thought to exist in tho suri, but which was 
Aiscovered in tho gnses contained in cortain 
minerals by Professor Ramsay, would bo 


of any practical utility, At present, more- 
over, itis not likely to be, for it ia the 
costliast of all clements, Tho method now 
being pursued for capturing this element 
in workable quantity shows that its 
separation and concentration invelvea an 
enormons exponre, and tho helion obtained. 
cysts about £200 per cubic foot. The sane 
amount, of money would at the present time 
purchase over one million cubic fect of coal 
gas. Tho prico of helion, therefore, at pre- 
sent is more than a million times that of 
cout gas, The element occurs in che gases 
uvolved in the ot minoral springs at Bath, 
‘ind, as our own analyses have shown, it is 
nssociated with carbonic acid yas, oxygon,. 
nitrogen, and argon. Professor Dowar is 
Pengaged in collecting these gases in large 
quantity, and separating the constituents 
hy incans of excossively low tomperatures— 
thot is, by freozing. As we have alresdy an- 
nouneed, he hag been able to liquefy belion 
hy employing liquid hydeogen as tho refri- 
ersnt, Doubtless, the present contly 

‘esearch is being undertaken,  amonyst 
other things, in order tosce whethor helio 
cin be solidified. To gain this result, 
temperature will cense to playa part, for, 
ahsotute zoro will hnye to be reachad. The 
work of investigation is carried on under 
gront difficulty, and i€ is not without its 
dengers, Theintense dismay at losing, sy, 
five cubic feet of gas just when success is 
promised may be imagined. Thus the 
destruction of the containing vessel during 
the exporiments, would mean £1000 
irretrievably gone, But the true value of 
research aa often resides in negative as in 
positive résults.—The Lancet.

The early reports of what 
then happene | stated that Low Kitchener 
refused to graut. an armistice, saying that 
Cropje must either light toa finish or fur 
render: 1b was also implied in some of the 
telegrams that Lord Roberts was .present 
in the camp at the timo, and a cortain 
amount of confusion arose as to who was 
actually respousible for the rofuaal. A 
month later Reuter’s correspondent at 
Bloornfontein was officially «requested to 
state exactly what took place, and in this 
comuenigne it was stated that Lord Kit- 
chener replied to General Cronje that Lord 
Roberts was not in the camp, and it was 
impnssible to accede to the request fax an 
armistice, which must await the arrival of 
the Commander-in-Chief. When the matter 
wag referred to Lord Ruberta on his arrival 
he promptly sent an answer, .tefusing to 
grant such an armistiev, and it was Lord 
Roberts, not Lord Kitchener, who ordered 
the resumption of the bombardment when

When I arrived om the scene [ learnt that 
an armistice of 24 honrs had heen qranted 
tu General Cronje, who had asked for it on 
the plea that he desired to bury hia dead. 
This armistice 1 imoaediately revoked and 
ordered a vigorous bombardment of the 
enemy's position.’ The Italics are ours, As 
a corteapondent of The ‘imes “remarked 
when the correetion from Bloemfontein 
was published, ‘it appenrs to matter very
